"First, that national rather than local issnea were deemed most 
important by the voters. Campaign >|.r;il;i is In holli parties found 
they cotild jiioiisc most interest and wokf most enthusiasm by dis- 
cussing national ntfairs, and local cpiestionH were dropped earls in 
the canvass. 

•'Second, that votnrs in Maine coiisidercd the tariff the para- 
mount issue. Republican speakers and newspapers took pains to 
proacnt the facts regarding incre.ise*! importations ol ('nniidian pio 
ducts that come into < oni])etition with Maine products, under the 
Democratie larilT law, and there was everywhere a manifestation ol 
resentment against tiie law which placed the Canadian producer first. 
Toward the en«l of the .•anipai^n the law enacted ity C'ongreNH rNiaing 
the Wages of part of the railway i inployees became a more prominent 
feature of tile discussion, hut it is evident, ni-v. i thi less. tlwit the tnriti 
question iniiueneed more votes and that the people of Maine favor aii 
eeonomic policy that places America first. 

"Third, that members of the former I'l o^reNsive party ai-e prac 
tieally all back in the Kcpublican fold, it Was largely upon the tarifT 
iasue that the Progressives came baelc. There has never been an.\ dif 
fercnee between members of the Rpublican jmrty on the principle of 
protection. Tliere waa a difference as to the amount of protection 
needed, but it was a dtffrence regarding; details, and imt rcgartlint; 
the fundamental ]>ritieipli' of ji tnritV for protection. I'pon other ia- 
aues there were also differences, but it is eviiient that the Progressive.* 
deemed these of minor :mportanee. 

"Fourth, that the voters of Maine were not influenced li\ tin 
false plea that 'he kept us out of war.' Thia mainstay of the Demo 
eratie campaign has been shattered. Tt has been perfectly plain to 
all students of international affairs that w hen sutji contiguous eonn 
triaa aa Norway, Sweden, Denmark. Holland ami Spain remained out 
of the contest, it would he preposteroos to aaaume that the United 
States would have any dilTii idty iu staying out.

"Fifth, that the Vetera of Maine were not misled by the 'claim- 
everything' taeties of the Demoeratie campaigners. Prom Preaideni 
Wilson down, the Democratie leaders have been parading a long lin" 
of pretended accomplishments and have been ignoring the still long 
er line of broken promises. It waa their expectation that by thuK 
making assertions tin s inuld train eredit (<>[■ supposed iieeoniplisli 
ments, and divert attention from their disr«»guni of platform pledge- 
in the past. It did not work. Tt ia evident that .the voters know that 
it was the .\ldrieh ^'reeiand act I li.it saved us from a pnnie at the tinn 
of the outbreak of the war and that the Federal Iteacrvc Act. a<iiiiit 
tedly unsonnd in the form in whieh the adminiatration offered it. wa» 
given its meritorious fe.itnres by Republicans. It is manifest that tin 
voters of Maine recognize the iiepubliean |>arty aa the conatrucliv' 
party of the United Blatea, and prefer to trust it witll legialative and 
executive power, ratln r tli.in eontinnc in offie,. tlir party that make;
